To increase the basic rates of compensation of certain officers and employees of 
the Federal Government, and for other purposes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Congress assembled, That (a) section Classification 
603 (b) and section 603 (c) of the Classification Act of 1949, as Aot of 1949,
